correctly. The beginners could oniy 
manage about six pieces. 

One way of looking at this result is to 
say that experts just have a better 
memory. But that doesn’t tell us much. 
But chunk theory suggests another 
way: Remember that the average 
number of word “chunks” retained at a 
glance is six. This is the number of 
pieces the beginner could remember. 
So chunk theory suggests the beginner 
sees each separate piece as a chunk. 
Expert players seem to be able to lump 
a number of pieces (say, four pieces) 
together as a chunk. 

How? Chess is a game in which 
pieces work together in complicated 
ways during the playing of the game. 
The simple explanation is that the ex- 
pert looking at a.real-game situation 
uses his experience to lump the pieces 
together in groups. Each group isa 
chunk to him. 

But suppose the chess expert could 
only see each separate piece as a 
chunk—as the beginner does. Then, 
the expert should be able to place only 
six pieces. 

Could an experiment be set up that 
would prevent the expert from lumping 
the pieces together? The scientists tried 
placing 24 pieces on the board at ran- 
dom. The pieces were placed in a way 
that would never happen in a real game. 
Notice that this is much like giving 
someone a list of unconnected words. 

What happened? This time, the ex- 
perts, like the beginners, could re- 
member the position of only six pieces 
at a time. 

So, memory does seem to come in 
chunks. And the answer to the ques- 
tion, “How many chunks can be re- 
membered at one time?” seems to be 
this: 

About six of one kind of thing—or a 
half dozen of another.
